STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Convention concerning the Marking of the Weight on ITeavy Packs' 
transported by Vessels adopted by the International Labour Conference 
19129 lias been ratilied by India. The Convention requires that any packag* 
object uf one thousand kilogrammes (one metric ton) or more gross weight oi 
signed udlun the territory of any Member country for transport by sea or mlr 
water-way should have its gross weight plainly and durably marked upon it 
I be oulside before it is loaded on a ship or vessel. This will prevent he, 
limnaiked packages from being lifted by mechanical means which are intern 
for smaller loads. The pin peso of ihi Mill is to give effect to the Convent 
In Tndin.
